Brook dale is coming out of the back¬ 
woods. John F. Dillon made a speech 
in Brook dais luring tbe recent campaign 
in which be is said to have taught the 
farmers several new tricks. "To the 
victors belong the spoils,” dramatically 
exclaimed Mr. Dillon, and the farmers 
"caught on.” In looking around for 
sjkjIIs the Democratic farmers of Brook- 
dale have discovered the Brookdale 
Post-office, and sav they are going to 
have it. Abraham Gnrrahrnnt, tietter 
known as "Little At>e,' who recently 
waxed the East Jersey Water Company 
in the courts, is said to l>e slated for the 
Postmastership. Mr. tiarrahrant is n 
Democrat tried and unterrifled. 

He will not have clear sailing, how¬ 
ever, for a large portion of the people 
are averse to any change iu the location 
of the Post-office, which is now located 
In Eugene Day's store. It will probably 
require a great deal of suasion to induce 
Adlai to to turn tbs edge of hi* axe tie 
Wards BrookdAle. There ari bigger 
trees in tbe woods that will engage the 
axeman's attention for some time to 
come. Everybody in Brookdale knows 
"Little Abe,” but very few people iu the 
United States know where Brookdale is,

and for that reason Mr. Day will probably 
remain in possession of the Post-office 
for some time to come. 

Another matter in the political line 
that is prematurely agitating Brookdale 
is tbe election of Town Committeeman 
next spring. It is alleged that George 
Fisher was sold last spring by the 
Second Ward Republican Club. The 
story as briefly summed up by a well- 
known resident of Brookdale is.as fol¬ 
lows: It was pretty generally conceded 
throughout the Second Ward that Brook¬ 
dale was entitled to a representative iu 
the Township Committee. Those prom¬ 
inent in authority in the Second Ward 
Club, which Is the political machine of 
the ward, admitted that and told the 
people of Brookdale to pick their man 
and he would be supported. There was 
a division of opinion as to who should 
be the candidate. Wilbur Brokaw and 
George Fisher were tbe two on whom 
the choice centred. A meeting was 
ewNad «»d it was decided to present Mr. 
Fiehei’s name. When the primary came 
on the Second Ward Club failed to fulfil 
their promise. Tbe people of Brook¬ 
dale will place uo more reliance on that 
organization. Tbe intentions of the 
Second Ward Club towards the people 
of Brookdale were probably all right, 
but abler politicians than are contained 
in that organi/.atiou controlled affairs 
last spring.

It wrs* taken for granted that 
tb® matter was definitely weltled, and 
that all that remained to do waa lh® 
formal execution of the lea*®. Mr ltay- 
uer, < hairmae of lh® Fire Committee, 
presented the lease docuiueut for signa¬ 
ture at the meeting of the Town Com¬ 
mittee ou Monday afternoon. It had 
Iteen prepared after a conference be¬ 
tween the trustee* of the Truck Com¬ 
pany and the Fire Committee. It cod- 
luined a clause which placed on tb* 
township officials tbe respouaildlity 
wbicb has t-een an issue for some time 
past. A diacusaiou ensued over tb* 
matter and was opened by Mr Stout, 
w ho said he did not know- why tbe town 
should assume the responsibility, that 
was being urged upon It. The tower 
was lepreseuted to be iu a very dauger- 
oos condition He asked what the ef¬ 
fect would t»« of removing the element 
of danger by abandoning the use of the 
tower. 

Mr. Rayner in reply said it would de- 
piive the Fir$ Department of the us® of 
the lire bell, j 

Mr. Stout asked what effect il would 
have ou the steam-w histle. and this led 
to remarks alsmt arranging for a steam- 
whistle at the pin factory. 

Mr. Lockwood was inclined to think 
that the danger had beou exaggerated, 
judging by the number that gathered in 
the Truck-house nightly, all of whom 
were aware of the alleged unsafe condi¬ 
tion of tbe tower. 

Mr. Beach aaid that the town s liabil¬ 
ity in case the lease was signed should 
be restricted. The town should not be 
held liable for injuries that might result 
to persons habitually in the rooms. 

Mr. Oakes expressed himself emphati¬ 
cally against asaumiqg res|M>nsibility 
under the proposed lease.

Aud in¬ 
deed, the ladle® had good cause to f®*d 
proud of their work, for the de- oration* 
and arrangement* were oil very l»®auU- 
ful and in the U**l of laatr all de*lgn®d 
and executed by iuerul>er» of the society 
and church, and it xra* the opmlou of all 
that no professional decorator could 
kave done it better, if a* well. 

The original plan had t>eca to conclude 
tbe fair on Tuesday night, but as the 
time drew near for closing It *c*m«*d a 
pity to stop so soon and it was decided 
hi open again ou Friday, leaving the two 
days between for those who wished to 
do so to go to lit# Episcopal fair. 

Bo the chapel d<xirs were again thrown 
o|>eo yesterday aftern«*on. and the fair 
wy concluded last night at a late hour.
